The  Formation  of  Velvety  Lawns 

The  main  point  in  liaving  a  beautiful  lawn  is  to  start  right.  In  the  first  place,  see  that  the  ground  is  thoroughly 
drained  and  well  prepared  with  (i  to  T2  inches  of  good  soil  for  the  top  dressing.  The  best  soil  is  a  good  medium 
texture,  neither  very  heavy  nor  excessively  light.

One  pound  of  seed  will  sow  a  plot 
of  about  200  square  feet.  When  the  grass  has  become  sutliciently  established  it  should  be  frequently  cut.  The 
oftener  this  is  done  the  liner  and  softer  the  grass  will  be.
